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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



Allowed Claims

Claims 1,2,4-10 and 1 2-1 7 are allowable over the prior art of record. Claims 
3 and 1 1 were previously canceled. 



Reasons for Allowability 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention relates to conveying information regarding a web 
architecture framework, and more particularly to displaying a system such as a 
web architecture framework in order to effectively serve as a selling tool. 

Claim 1 : no prior art of record discloses nor teaches a method of executing 
logic by a processor of identifying a plurality of business alliances from among a 
plurality of business entities associated with targeted components that offer 
improvements to the existing network framework, the targeted components being 
determined and displayed in a pictorial representation of an existing network 
framework, and the displayed targeted components being indicia coded to 
identify the business alliances offering the targeted components. 

Claims 9 and 17: computer program and system reasons are based on similar 
rationale as noted above for Claim 1 . 
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Closest US Patent Prior Art 

Ruffin (US 6,249,769) neither teaches nor discloses indicia coding a plurality 
of targeted components of an existing framework with information pertaining to 
business alliances. 

McCann (5,963,939) neither discloses nor teaches indicia coding a plurality of 
components of an existing framework with information pertaining to business 
alliances. McCann discloses evaluating existing networks but offers little 
specificity. McCann is focused on sizing up user requirements in order to 
propose a new network infrastructure. Combining Ruffin with McCann offer no 
remedy for the claimed subject matter as described. 

Battat (US 5,958,012) teaches UNICENTER TNG which provides a visual 
representation of a network that is being monitored. There is an abundance of 
prior art like Battat showing indicia coding of network components in an existing 
network framework but all prior art searched by this examiner falls short of 
disclosing the allowable subject matter. 
Closest Non-patent Literature Prior Art 

PR Newswire (Paper #2005051 2, PTO-892, Item: U) teaches business 
alliances but fails to overcome deficiencies in Ruffin or McCann. PR Newswire 
neither discloses nor teaches indicia coding a plurality of components of an 
existing framework with information pertaining to business alliances. A full 
template prior art search was conducted by EIC in October 2005 and a 
subsequent full template search was conducted to support this allowance. 
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Closest Foreign Publication Prior Art 

Foreign publications submitted by the Applicant offered little to no value in 
examining this case. The Examiner considered foreign publications but did not 
apply foreign publication prior art in any office action.
